To the Citizens of Bow: 


We have the pleasure of submitting to you our report for 
the past year. 

Thirty-four weeks of school have been maintained in all 
the districts except the Bog which had only twenty-three 
on account of the lack of pupils. 

The attendance for the spring and fall terms was extra 
good, but on account of bad roads and extreme cold weather 
the attendance for the winter term has been poor. 

Old books that were past use have been taken from the 
schoolrooms and new ones put in their place. 

The interior of the White schoolhouse was thoroughly 
repaired. A few repairs were made in and around other 
schoolhouses. 

The teachers have all done excellent work in their respec- 
tive schoolrooms. The children have shown much interest 
in their work and have made good advancement. 

The pupils mentioned below have been on the roll of 
honor, some for one term and others for the school year. 
The winter term being in session, we are not able to state it 
more fully.
